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DETAILED ACTION 

Newly amended claims 19-36 directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed 
for the following reasons: 

The original claims were directed towards a message router 
system for transferring messages to embedded devices on a data 
network including a queue manager for queuing messages destined 
for embedded devices and a router that receives such messages 
and attempting to transmit the messages to a destination address 
of the embedded device and storing the message if they are 
unacknowledged as described on pages 15-18 and Figures 2B and 2C 
of the specification. The newly amended claims are directed 
towards a method, system, and apparatus for collecting user 
profiles of user attributes and device attributes to target 
consumer with promotions as described on pages 18-21 of the 
specification. The two inventions are thus disclosed as sub- 
combinations being usable together, capable of functioning 
independently of each other. Restriction for examination 
purposes is required because the newly claimed invention 
functions in a completely different manner than the original 
invention and would require a new search that was not previously 
required. 
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Since applicant has received an action on the merits for 
the originally presented invention, this invention has been 
constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 19-36 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 
37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The amendment filed on 23 October 2006 canceling all claims 
drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn 
to a non-elected invention is non- responsive . See MPEP 821.03. 
There are no remaining claims that were originally presented 
currently pending. 

It is noted that the claims originally presented and acted 
upon by the Office on their merits determine the invention 
elected by an applicant in the application, and in any request 
for continued examination (RCE) which has been filed for the 
application. Subsequently presented claims to an invention other 
than that acted upon should be treated as provided in MPEP § 
821.03. See MPEP 818.02(a). 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona 
fide attempt to reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE 
(1) MONTH or THIRTY (3 0) DAYS, whichever is longer, from the 
mailing date of this notice within which to supply the omission 
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or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS
